SHI I.OH AND TICU8BUBQ PARKS.
The High Price a Serious Drawback to the

Projects.
Montickllo; Ilia., Dec. 14 .The com¬

mittee appointed by the Vicksburg Na¬
tional Park Association to ascertain the
price of the land detlred tot the park
has made Its report and 1b much dla-
aouraged with the outlook. The parties
owning the land aak the committee as
high as 8175 an acre. The committee
only wanted to pay S50 an acre for 400
acres. The sub-committee reports
that the cost will e xieed $200.000. There
will be another meeting held December
17 to see If there cannot be some com-
Dromlse on theprloe asked by the land
owners.
At Shiloh there was one tract of land

owned by W. 0. MeokB. He wanted
810,000 for 175 acrea. Ula demand was
refused, as other lands had been secured
at an average of 812 per aore. Meeks
now asks the commissioners 835,000 for
tho land. Condemnation proceedings
has been Instituted and the case will be
tried in United StateB courts at Pitts-
burg. Landing next Tuesday. The ro-
Bult will establish the price of thu lands
on that battlefield.
